When  I  entered  Malden  Catholic  as  a  freshman, 
one  of  the  biggest  ideas  that  was  stressed  by  the 
faculty  was  community.  During  my  four  years  at 
MC,  this  idea  of  a 
Malden  Catholic  com¬ 
munity  grew  and  be¬ 
came  a  huge  part  of 
my  life  and  the  lives  of 
my  classmates.  The  ac¬ 
tual  definition  of  com¬ 
munity,  taken  straight 
from  a  dictionary,  is 
"a  group  of  people  liv¬ 
ing  in  the  same  local¬ 
ity  and  under  the  same 
government."  This  is 
a  correct  definition,  as 
far  as  it  goes,  but  I  be¬ 
lieve  community,  as 
we  came  to  under¬ 
stand  it,  is  a  lot  deeper. 

A  community  is  a 
group  of  people  who 
share  ups  and  downs 
and  help  each  other 
grow.  This  is  what  the 
Malden  Catholic  com¬ 
munity  has  been  to  me. 

We  have  experi¬ 
enced  hard  times  in  our  stay  at  Malden  Catholic; 
however,  think  how  much  worse  these  times  would 
have  been  if  we  weren't  such  a  close  community. 
We've  seen  two  of  our  fellow  students  pass  away, 
yet  we've  worked  through  it  together,  whether  it 
be  through  getting  support  from  a  faculty  mem¬ 
ber,  or  just  talking  with  a  friend.  We  have  congre¬ 
gated  for  funerals  of  fellow  students,  fathers  and 
mothers  of  classmates,  and  fathers  and  mothers  of 
our  faculty. 


There  were  other—  simpler—  problems  we 
had  to  work  through.  When  a  friend  of  ours  was 
failing  a  class,  there  was  always  some  one  who 
would  tutor  and  encourage  him.  When  some¬ 
one  forgot  his  lunch  money,  at  least  one  person 
would  give  him  money  to  enjoy  a  meal.  If 

anyone  ever  needed  help, 
the  community  came  to¬ 
gether. 

On  the  other  hand,  thank¬ 
fully,  happy  times  were 
numerous  at  Malden 
Catholic.  The  whole 
school  come  together  for 
sporting  events.  Mass,  and 
drives  to  help  those  in 
need.  We've  seen  success¬ 
ful  lacrosse  seasons  and 
watched  our  baseball  team 
win  the  state  champion¬ 
ship.  On  a  freezing  day, 
the  faculty  and  the  stu¬ 
dents  attended  the  state 
tournament  soccer  game 
in  Gloucester  to  cheer  the 
team  on.  During  every 
home  football  game. 
Brother  Gilbert  Stadium 
echoed  Lancer  Pride.  Af¬ 
ter  the  baby  drive,  room 
115  was  filled  to  the  ceil¬ 
ing  with  clothing,  diapers, 
baby  food,  and  other  accessories  that  mothers 
need  to  raise  their  children.  This  is  what  a 
community  is  all  about. 

Our  community  was  and  will  be  based  on  the 
presence  of  people.  Hopefully,  we'll  find  the 
same  spirit  of  community  we  felt  here  as  we 
leave  MC,  remembering  that,  for  a  brief  period 
of  time,  we  felt  a  sense  of  connection  that  came 
from  our  friendships  with  each  other.

Although  the  wrestling  team  finished  with  a  record 
of  4  and  16,  the  team’s  record  does  not  indicate  the 
amount  of  close  matches  the  team  competed  in.  Even 
though  the  team  had  lost  most  of  the  dual  meets,  the  MC 
coaching  staff  received  numerous  comments  from  other 
coaches  on  how  well  conditioned  the  MC  wrestlers  were. 
The  Lancers  lacked  two  things —  age  and  experience. 
There  were  many  freshmen,  a  few  sophomores,  a  small 
number  of  juniors,  and  only  a  handful  of  seniors  on  the 
team.  Perhaps  the  biggest  let-down  of  the  season  was 
the  loss  to  Boston  College  High  School.  In  the  team’s 
history,  MC  had  beaten  B.C.  only  once  before,  and,  due 
to  injuries  and  illnesses  that  kept  key  wrestlers  out,  the 
Lancers  could  not  pull  out  a  win  in  a  close  contest. 
Despite  not  achieving  this  goal,  the  Lancers  persevered 
and  worked  harder  to  become  better  as  individuals  and 
as  a  team. 


underclassmen  wrestling  for  the  first  time.  Nick  Bellefato’07 
and  Tim  Hoyt  (‘06)  were  newcomers  who  were  great 
contributors.  Chris  Rowley,  the  star  of  the  Junior  class,  is 
expected  to  be  a  very  promising  wrestling  next  year. 

This  season  was  outstanding  in  terms  of  individual 
achievement.  Brian  Parow  (‘04)  took  first  at  sectionals, 
Jason  Richardson  (‘04)  took  second,  and  Ed  Skinner 
(‘04)  took  sixth.  These  three  wrestlers  qualified  for  the 
Division  II  State  Tournament,  in  which  Parow  took  first, 
Skinner  took  second,  and  Richardson  took  third.  All  three 
also  qualified  for  the  All-State  meet.  This  was  the  greatest 
number  of  state  qualifiers  in  Malden  Catholic  history.  At  All-

The  2003-04  varsity  swim 
team  experienced  many  highs  and 
lows  throughout  the  season.  The 
team  featured  new  coach  Robert 
DiTrapano,  a  former  MC  student 
and  currently  teacher  of  English  at 
MC.  The  team  finished  with  a  2-6 
record  and  a  fifth  place  at  the  Catho¬ 
lic  Conference  league  meet  held  at 
Salem  State  College.  Captains  Tom 
McNamara  (’04),  Tommy  Luu  (’04), 
and  Brendan  Flemming  (’05)  led  a 
young  team  with  little  swimming  ex¬ 
perience.  Each  member  of  the  team 
dropped  significant  time  on  his  re¬ 
spective  events  in  the  course  of  the 
season. 

Although  a  2-6  record  may 
look  discouraging,  the  team  faced 


very  tough  competition  through  the 
season  and  the  team  members  con¬ 
sider  themselves  successful.  Losses 
to  Catholic  Conference  and  state  pow¬ 
erhouses  Boston  College  High  and  St. 
John’s  Prep  did  not  get  the  team  down, 
as  they  focused  on  the  positive  aspect 
of  dropping  their  times  more  than  they 
did  on  winning.  Coach  DiTrapano 
stressed  that  swimming  was  a  sport 
that  was  against  the  clock  and  not  the 
other  team.  Close  meets  that  resulted 
in  losses  came  against  Haverhill  and 
Melrose  High. 

The  team  doubled  its  previous 
season’s  win  total  with  wins  over  Catho¬ 
lic  Conference  rival  Catholic  Memorial 
and  Everett  High.  A  huge  turnout  ener¬ 
gized  the  Lancers  and  created  a  pro¬ 


ductive  atmosphere  for  the  meet  ver¬ 
sus  Melrose  High.  Although  they  lost, 
Captain  Tom  McNamara  said:  “Going 
against  Melrose  was  one  of  the  most 
memorable  meets.  We  had  a  lot  of  fun 
with  the  crowd  cheering.”  The  team 
ended  the  season  on  a  high  note  with  a 
fifth  place  finish  over  Catholic  Memo¬ 
rial  at  the  Catholic  Conference  swim 
meet,  even  with  some  of  the  team’s  top 
swimmers  not  competing.
